It Passed off Quietly and waa a 


Glorious Success. 


Oration By Mr. W. C. Johns—Ball, 


Boll, FireworSB end Other 


jubilations. 


Base 


It is estimated that there were 25,000 


to 30,000 people in Deeatur on the Fourth 
to witness the imposing and beautiful 
industrial parade, a full description of 
which was given in Saturday's issue. It 
was a demonstration that pleased every- 
body and it alone repaid the thousands 
of visitors who came here to witness the 
State Trades Assembly celebration, to 
which citizens generally contributed so 
liberally. No doubt the industrial fea- 
ture of the day will be repeated next 
year on a grander and more magnificent 
scale. 


AT CASSELL'S GBOVE. 


On arriving at Cassell's Grove the pro- 


cession "broke ranks'1 and the exercises 
at the decorated stand were observed. 
Mayor Kenan presided and made a few 
patriotic remarks setting forth the object 
of the gathering. Prayer waa offered by 
Kev. W. H. Piestley. The address of 
welcome on behalf of the State Trades 
and Lnbor Assembly and all labor organ- 
izations was made by Mr, D. E, YateB, 
and the response on the part of the visit- 
ors was made by Mr. J. D. Murphy, of 
Bushatll, 111. Nest came the reading of 
the Declaration of Independence by Mr. 
David Hutchison, who read the glorious 
document clearly and distinctly. 


THE OBAHON. 


Mr,. W. C. Johns was then introduced 


by the mayor. He delivered the oration 
of the day. The prelude was a patriotic 
reference tj the early history of the na- 
tion and to the blessings we now enjoy 
by reason of the triumphs and struggles of 
our forefathers. The address was heard 
by a great crowd and was well received. 
Continuing, Mr. Johns said: 


From three millions of people to fifty mil- 
lions in one hundred and iour years, is a mar- 
vel oi progress. From the possession of a 
narrow strip ol' land on our custom Bee-coast 
to the dominion oi' a mighty continent, is ttie 
most remarkable conquest In history. From 
the poverty of no resources to the nlliuenceo).' 
revenues for which we have no use, and which 
Hood our treasuries with unused money, is 
the greatest financial achievement the world 
has ever known. 
From the wheelbarrow or 


tmnd-waKon express and tho stupe-coach to 
the lightning express, Hying over a rotid of 
steel ty the power ot steam, is something of 
which the wildest enthusiast never dreamed. 
To stand in your homes and talk to a friend a 
hundred or even u thousand miles away, and 
recognize the very accents of his •s Dice, is to 
overcome the things those Kood people a hun- 
dred years ayo deemed Impossible. To read 
each day in the public yrmts the occurrences 
ot that very time, is still more wonderful 
•when we consider the pust ; i'or in those days 
the ncwa traveled not on the wings of the 
lightning, but by Coot-runners and pony-ex- 
press, and events had been forgotten at the 
place of their occurrence before they were 
reported or known In a neighboring settle- 
ment. But, above all these advantages which 
an advancing civil nation has showered upon 
us, is the (act that with the growth of wealth 
and population the growth of Intelligence and 
learning has always kept pace. It Is in this 
fact more than any other the hope of the re- 
public is reposed. An ignorant people, always 
careless of their rights and slow in maintain- 
ing them, cannot be trusted with Bell-govern- 
ing political power; tor bad men and adven- 
turers are the flrst to talie advantage of isnor- 
ance and to use the power pained by advan- 
tage to overthrow political forms and estab- 
lish themselves as usurpers. That government 
is strongest in self-control and self-maintain- 
ance in which the acts of its officers are always 
under the fierce gaze ot & watchful and hon- 
est people ; and if there be added to this 
scrutiny the beneficent Inlluence of wise and 
well-considered laws, the safety of the state Is 
assured, for the public gaze Insures their ob- 
servance and enforcement. Therefore, with 
the Increase of educational facilities and the 
dissemination of information through the 
press, and the cheapening of useful books, we 
canste the Instruments which mate our be- 
loved government adamantine in Us strength 
and enduring as the hills. 
Given to the subject the widest liberty of 
action, the fullest aud freest opportunity for 
remunerative labor, the greatest freedom of 
expression consistent with a wise law, there 
inevitably arises in bis bosom a love of that 
country and Its institutions which no enemy 
from without can conquer and no strife from 
within can take away. He who has, being 
born here, enjoyed the blessings of our be- 
nign government, or, having lied from po\ er- 
ty and oppression In other lands, has here ex- 
perienced the elevating influences of ireedoui, 
dues not become iheieby ti lover of this coun- 
try, is not nt for chizenthip—ought not to be 
allowed to live in It, but ought to bu turned 
into some desert like Sahara, there to dream 
and plot of treason, stratagems und spoils. 


But we are stai.dmg now in the last quarter 


of the nineteenth century, with all the privil- 
eges of iree citizen>h!p—every man with the 
right to curve out for himself the rewards ol 
h 9 ambition. We are better informed, better 
clothed, better housed, better led, aud better 
paid for our labor thtm ever beiore in ourins- 
tory, thtin the people of any ntitiou upon the 
earth. All the experience ol the past, all the 
earning, science a ml humanity oi tbe present, 
all the hopes and expectation!: of theluturc, 
combine lor our libc'ty, our happiness, aud 
our comfort. We ought to rejoice with ex- 
ceeding srent j«y on" this our nalal anniver- 
sary, HSU peop^-'. We uugbt to be ttmnkiul 
tha"; here is in t jet the lanil ut the tree timl'tne 
home of the oppressed. We ought lo tiike by 
tho hand ever.) t-ul ji-et of despotic rule who 
tiles to our shores lor liberty and welcome 
him to honorable occupation, and build him 
into citizenship. We ought to be thanktul 
that here we have the privilege of labor for 
decent pay, aud that if we do not like it wo 
can quit it prnccnbly. We ought tu be ttmnk- 
lui that we can pub lely or prn ateiy meet to- 
gether and consult for our mutual good ; that 
we can form societies'and companies to resist 
the encroachments upou our righis and our 
welfare, and to use the mighty power of the 
many to uphold and ftscist aud encourage tho 
lew and tbe weak. Itiscreditable toourstate 
of society that such organizations are not only 
allowed, but encouraged. It is creditable to 
the societies thst tlipy seek the protection of 
their members and thelrorganlzatious through 
lawful mean?, 
The glory ol' any nation is its laboring men. 
Its sure reliance in times of danger is in the 
loyalty and bravery of its laboring men; its 
certainty of wealth and power depends upon 
its laboring men, who produce all that Is con- 
sumed and consume all that is produced, with 
the exception of the very little that goes to 
the men who are drones in the hive of society. 
But the term laboring man should not fee 
made too narrow. 
Ho who raises corn, or 


wheat, or cattle, or brings these things to toe- 
markets, is as much a laborer as he who 
works in the nine, the shop, tbe mill, or at tbe 
forge. He who by steady endeavor In an hon- 
est business, whether by his bands or his head, 
acquires the means wherewith to sustain him- 
seli in society Is a laborer; and it frequently 
happens that the lawyer, the doctor, or the 
merchant goes to bis rest at night as wearied 
by incessant toil as the carpenter, the miner 
or the blacksmith. The great body of the peo- 
ple of the 0nited States are laborer?. The 
intelligence, the wealth of this cation is with 
the laboring class, and therefore are they the 
bulwarks oi the state, 


How has the glory of this cation been 


brought about? 
L'pon what floes It rest? 
L'pon what must it hereafter be maintained '.' 
Tbe answer Is, upon Labor—honest toll. With- 
out this capital is powerless; without this the 
wilderness would stand where now blooms 
the rose; without this there would be neither 
railroads nor telegraph, nor steamships, nor 
manufactories. And yet we must remember 
that money—capital—has been all-powerful In 
bringing about this prosperity, for without 
money and tbe Intelligence which controls It, 
and its desire lor remuneration, many things 
which contribute most to the prosperity und 
welfare of the people wouid not BO soon have 
been brought Into active use. 
It Is of the greatest Importance, then, that 
as between employer 
and employe, there 
there should exist a perfect fairness and a per- 
fect understanding. When that fairness and 
understanding are broken down, both sides 
suffer alike; labor Is unemployed and unpaid, 
and capital is inactive and also unpaid; Busi- 
ness is stopped, and all people are sufferers 
because of dissension. That labor and capi- 
tal are each dependent upon the other is clear- 
ly proved by the demonstrations of this glori- 
ous day. 
In the procession which passed 


through our streets the interests of the em- 
ployers and tbe work of the employes have 
been shown. There could not have been such 
a demonstration unless there was a close sym- 
pathy between the two classes, and unless it 
was to tbe interest of both that the demonstra- 
tion should be made. How important it is, 
therefore, when labor joins In associations for 
mutual protection, and capital consults with 
labor for the same purpose, that wisdom and 
calm deliberation should prevail in the coun- 
sels ot both, and that pel feet i'Hirnefis should 
be the rule of action of both. Dut when cap- 
ital becomes arrogant, and seeks to grind the 
faces of the poor, it is a grand and noblesight 
to see the wage workers of tbe nation, by 
peaceable means, seek to protect the oppress- 
ed and to aid them in their struggles. 1 re- 
joice with you, iny fellow-citizens, that such 
organizations exist. 1 rejoice that you are 
permitted, in this public manner, to consult 
together. "We arc all happy to-day because 
peace and prosperity rei«n in this glorious 
land; because Liberty is the guiding star of 
our Kepubllc, which marched before us a<a 
pillar ol cloud by day and of lire by night. 
We rejoice because as the years go by these 
blessings are tho more firmly assured to us 
and to our posterity. Let us then, here and 
now, renew! our allegiance tothisguvei nment 
in silent ami heartfelt vows. Let'us resolve 
that we will respect and enforce the laws, and 
love our country more and more as the year" 
go on—and when such noble sentiments as 
these have firm possession ol all citizens our 
country will be— 


A land of settled government. 
A land of broad am! just renown; 
Where Freedom broadens slowly down 
Ftom precedent to precedent. 
When facksou seldom gathers head, 
But by degrees to fullnr-ss wrought. 
The strenglh of each djflusive thought 
Hath time and space to work and spread. 
During the afternoon the Hibernian

A Distressing Casa. 
From T?iurBdov'e Dotty. 


Prof. C. T. Castleman, having a wife and 


three children, who has been a resident 
of Deeatur since May 26th, when he ar- 
rived here from Virginia on his way to 
Tipton, Mo., is cow in custody of the 
officers and will be confined until his 
friends arrive from Virginia to take him 
back home. The Professor ie a fine-look- 
ing, well educated man of about 35, and 
until he started west in May was a mem- 
ber of the faculty at the Leeabnrg Mili- 
tary Academy.In Virginia. Through'over- 
work—his spare hours were spent in 
keeping a set of books—the Professor 
failed in health and his mind became de- 
throned, He became violent when he ar- 
rived here on the Wsbasb, May 26th, and 
it was deemed best that the family should 
remain in Decatur for a time. They 
commenced housekeeping in a dwelling 
on West Prairie street. The family had 
arranged to leave Decatur to-day for 
Virginia, Last night Secretary Mann, of 
the "Y. M. 0. A,, who had become ac- 
quainted with the Professor, went to the 
house to remain with him, Mrs. Castle- 
man retired, as did also the children. 
During the night the Professor became 
very violent, and getting B revolver he 
started toward the room occupied by his 
wife and children, with the avowed in- 
tention of killing them, Mr. Mann, real- 
izing the danger, succeeded in getting 
possession of the revolver, and with the 
aid of neighbors the deranged man was 
kept under restraint until the arrival of 
Officers Hewes and Woodbridge, who 
took the Professor to the county jail and 
placed him in a debtors' room. The 
friends of the family have been tele- 
graphed to come and take charge of the 
unfortunate man. 


A Queer Citizen.

Ed, Garrison, a butcher by occupation 


was before Judge Greer in the county 
court last evening charged with being 
insane and a citizen who ought to be eon- 
fined and treated for his malady. The 
jurymen were Dr. S. Cooper, Michael 
Troutman, Joseph B. Winebrenner, D, 
L. Hughes, Mr. Hoover and W. H. 
Shorb. A number 
of wittneases who 


claimed to know all bbout Garrison and 
his queer notions and actions testified 
that he had acted strangely for several 
weeks, dating from the time when he was 
released from the county jail, the grand 
jury having failed to find an indictment 
against him for adultery. He was in jail 
about six weeks, and when he came out 
he was morose and despondent. 
He 


would walk about alone, muttering lo 
himself; looked wild and dangerous at 
times; believed that varmints were crawl- 
ing about him to do him injury; kept on 
getting worse every day, though there 
were lucid spells when he appeared so- 
ciable and sane; one night he got a razor 
to kill the imaginary varmints, and to 
protect himself against a carriage load of 
men he thought wore in the street after 


him; 
he thought the varmints were four- 


legged animals; he had a room in the 
house he claimed as his own, and said he 
had the deed for it; there was no furni- 
ture in it. Of nights he was up and down 
and slept but little. When friends want- 
ed him to go to his brother, Garrison said 
he owned all of Decatur and Chicago and 
that he would not be taken away, This 
and much other -such testimony was of- 
fered. Garrison is a single man, not ad- 
dicted to the use of liquor, and has been 
making his home in the Davis property 
on East Wood street, occupied by the 
Hobson, Burton and other families, The 
jury returned a verdict finding Garrison 
insane and he was returned to jail. 


Stop the Trains. 


The Illinois Central Railroad company 


has just issued a notice to its division 
superintendents, instructing 
them 
to 


carefully observe the new law regarding 
the stoppage of trains at crossings and 
bridges. 
Heretofore railroads in this 


state had to stop their trains within 200 
feet of such crossing or bridge, and the 
fine went to the informer, the company 
alone being responsible, Under the new 
law trains will nave to stop within 800 
feet of a crossing or bridge, The railroad 
company and the engineer in charge of 
the locomotive are responsible for a vio- 
lation of the law, the railroad being sub- 
ject to a fine of 8200. and the engineer to 
n similar fine. The fine is to be paid to 
the county iu which the oll'^nse is com- 
mitted,

ent time is Indian corn—wheat and 
potatoes being used in limited quan- 
tities.

tories in the United States manufac- 
turing starch from corn. 
Fifteen of 


these are working under the new 
method, or chemical process, produ- 
cing about two-thirds of the total 
amount made per annum. 
The rest 


work by the old method, or ferments 
tion process. 
Indiana is the lead- 


ing State of the Union in the pro- 
duction of starch from corn, having 
eight factories and producing more 
than one third of the total amount 
made. 
The total capacity of the 


mills manufacturing starch 
from 


corn is about 250,000,000 pounds 
per annum. 
The total number of 


pounds of starch of all kinds export- 
ed from the United States in the 
twelve months ending July 1, 1883, 
was 7,033,715. The consumption of 
starch for all purposes in the United 
States is about 160,000,000 pounds 
per annum, or an average of three 
pounds for each person.

The trimming of shop windows baa. 


become "a great feature in advertising.^ 
Each largo establishment seeks to out- 
shine its neighbors in the display and 
artistic arrangement of goods in its 
windows. 


"The system of window decoration 


has grown up almost altogether within 
the past ten years in the dry goods line 
and within three or four years in tlie. 
clothing houses," said a' loading mer- 
chant. 
''It is increasing 
constantly, 


and heaven only knows where it will 
end. 
Every establishment of any pre- 


tensions now employs a man especially 
to trim windows. Some smaller houses 
secure the services of an individual 
who is not connected, with it in any 
other capacity than thafr of window- 
trimmer and who does the work for 
three or sour different stores. 
Others 


have a salesman who is an artist in the 
business. His artistic capabilities de- 
mand a far higher salary than he could 
expect as a mere salesman. Very large 
shops hire professional trimmers who 
do nothing else but decorate the win< 
dows. They must be constantly study- 
ing and endeavoring to devise some- 
thing new, startling and attractive to 
draw the attention of the public. Cer- 
tain forms of arrangement have be- 
come fixed and are known by various 
names. 
There, for instance," point- 


in" to one window where several shades 
of°wash materials were drawn into a 
shape, small at the bottom and spreadi 
ing out at the top like a fan, "is what 
is "known as the 'riskig sun' style 
of decoration. 
This manner of fold- 


ing," indicating a piece of embossed 
velvet drawn out in 
a long fold, 


"ia called the 'double loop.' 
But the 


trimming of windows must be novel or it 
is nothing. Consequently every shop 
shows two or throe times a week some 
new arrangement which is due alone 
to the ingnnuitv of the trimmer." 


"How long" docs it take a man to 


trim a window?" 


"From four to ten hours, according 


to its elaboration. I have known, too, 
when windows were to be trimmed for 
some special occasion or season, of 
two or three men being occupied in 
one window fora couple of days. One 
clothing house iu the city showed a 
window during the holiday time that 
it required three men four days to 
trim." 


"Are many goods damaged by being 


exposed in windows?" 


"No, lor the reason that but small 


quantities are 
displayed. 
We have 


dummies so made that a small piece of 
cloth can be wrapped aronnd or folded 
about them and represent an entire 
bolt. Then we do not exhibit our very 
(inest lines in the windows. A trimmer 
has to use the greatest care in getting 
up a window. He must be able to 
judge of the effect it will have from the 
outside, not how it appears to him 
where ho stands. Ho must be skillful 
in his blending of tints, and have an 
eye as to the weather, for some things 
the most attractive in one kind of 
weather will not draw a glance in an- 
other, and above all possess originality. 
Bv the way, the trimmers are called 
artists now. There are very few Amer- 
ican trimmers. The majority are En- 
glishmen or Irishmen.

Fhe most tasteful dry goods men in tho 
world." 


"Are women ever employed as trim- 


mers?" 
"I've never known of any who were. 


It is a field of occupation that I think 
women have never invaded; but witt 
tho quick feminine eye for color ant 
effects, there is no reason why they 
should not be eminently successful ia 
it."—Chicago News.

year celebrated tho memories which 
cluster around this,, the nation's an- 
niversary, and as each successive 
Fourth of July came around it 
brought with it some new ground 
for glorification—some new reason 
for feeling proud of the work accom- 
plished by the forefathers on that 
eventful day when they pledged their 
lives, their fortunes and their sacred 
honor upon the venture that was 
destined to cut such a figure in the 
world's history. 
As year after year 


rolled by came fresh evidences that 
the heroes of '76 builded better than 
they knew, and if they had been 
gifted with the spirit of prophecy 
conld scarcely have foretold the glo 
ries that wesre to follow their labors 
and vicissitudes. In a little over a 
century the weakling of three mil 
lions haa grown into the giant of 
twenty times its strength, rejoicing 
in the pride of its power and glory. 
What it will be in another century 
no man can even guess, but that it 
will continue to grow and amplify 
there can be no doubt. 
The Fourth 


of July will still be a holiday when 
all that now live have ceased to be, 
and when the triumphs of cur day 
will have passed into the common- 
place or, mayhap, forgotten, eviden- 
ces of nineteenth century achieve- 
ments.

THE farm-drainage bill, known as 


:he AVhiiing bill, which passed the 
egislature, is too lengthy for publi- 
cation here, but we give a summary 
of its main features : 


The act consists of seventy-nine 


sections, and, though long, it will 
not occupy nruch more than half the 
space of the five acts it repeals. 
Though there is much that is new 
and some provisions quite original 
t is as a whole a revision of the sev- 
eral laws it repeals, embodying es- 
pecially the second drainage act of 
1870 and the Torrance act of 1SS3. 
The features of these two laws are 
preserved, though changed in nearly 
every section to meet the exigencies 
developed by experience. 


This act begins by defining the 


rights of drainage as recently decided 


the supreme court, on the owners 


and ; then across the lands of oth- 
ers. 
It then deals with "combined 


rlrainage," commencing with the last 
where two persons only are con- 
cerned, and progresses up to special 
districts, reaching into three or more 
townships, like the well known Hick- 
ory Creek district, in Bureau and 
Henry counties, or the Mason and 
Tazewell—the former 
embracing 


13,000 acres of land, with a main 
ditch fifteen miles long, and the lat- 
ter 47,000 acres of land, where three 
steam dredge boats are now at work 
redeeming waste lands and adding 
to their value more than §1,000,000. 


This act works through commis- 


sioners, and as little as possible 
through courts and juries. Eight 
years ago most lawyers confounded 
special assessments with eminent do- 
mains, arid insisted that the former, 
like the latter, must be done by a 
jury. 
Senator AVhiting challenged 


this doctrine in the formation of the 
acts of 1579, and the courts Lave 
fully sustained him, as they havp 
more recently his position on the 
rights of drainage. 


This Farm Drainage act closes 


with three important sections : 


1. 
"Kiver 
district.",'' 
fur 
tbe 


straightening, enlarging and dear- 
ing of drift from tht! _channels of 
rivers. 


2. 
"Districts by user,'' requiring 


parties who own and enjoy ditches 
in common, though not in an organ- 
ized district, to pay their proper pro- 
portion to keep them in repair. 


3. 
"Voluntary districts." to se- 


cure the bent fits of the drainage law 
in its coercive feature, of making 
and repairing drains, and the collec- 
tion of the special assessment, or 
taxes, by certain mutual agreements 
f£ the parties interested. 


A bonding system fjr borrowing 


money is provided f:r in this act for 
the larger districts.
